of the new administration.

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 6.—Advocacy 
of legislation to place 
all 
public 
sen i. e motor vehicle* under the 
regulation of state utility regula­ 
tory commissions was urged in a 
report presented to the National As­ 
sociation of Railway and Utilities 
Commissioners in annual 
meeting 
here today, by the association's com­ 
mittee on motor vehicles transporta 
tion. 
Under a model statute sug­ 
gested in the r* port such vehicles 
w-ould be required to pay a fee und­ 
er its provisions. 
It has now to he generally recon 
ized as unfair to place the entire 
coipt of eliminating dangerous grade 
crossings on the railroads, the com­ 
mittee on grad© crossings and tres­ 
passing on railroads reported and 
cited figures from 23 state that have 
laws providing for 
an 
apportion­ 
ment of the cost between th© car­ 
riers and the country or municipal 
government. 
Recognizing that it will take a 
long timo to wholly eliminate grade 
crossings, the committee report dis­ 
cussed the erection of proper warn­ 
ing signals. 
“We can suggest no 
form of protection 
more effective 
than those now in use," the report 
said, “and yet they fail in many in- 
i lances to prevent these numerous 
crossing accidents.*' 
The committee recommended legis­ 
lation to require all motorists 
to 
come to a full stop before crossing 
grade crossings in states where such 
legislation would be supported. 
The committee 
also thought

wise that damage suits growing out 
of grade crossing accidents be plac- 
e I on a reciprocal basis. 
Railroads 
frequently sustain substantial dam- 
aga in those accidents,

First Coolidge Message. 
WASHINGTON, Dec 
.—A legis* 
lati re 
program 
touching 
almost 
eve y aspect of national life was 
pre; ented by President Coolidge to­ 
day in his first message to congress. 
Ke endorsed President 
Harding’s 
pro >osal for American membership 
with reservations in the world court; 
unq lalifiedly 
approved 
Secretary 
MeLon’s tax reduction plan, and an­ 
nounced his 
opposition 
to 
enact- 
mer t of soldier bonus legislation. 
He also went on record as favoring 
stin ulated consolidation of railroads, 
reo;ganization 
of 
their 
railroad 
frei rht structure as applied to farm 
pro* ucts; and 
government 
assis­ 
tance in the disposition of exportable 
wheat. 
He declared against price- 
fixing for farm products; against re­ 
pea of the rate section of the Trans­ 
port ation Act; and against revision 
of the tariff law. 
Naking his first pronouncement 
on many public questions, the Presi­ 
den 
presented a series of succinct 
rec< mmendations 
without 
attempt 
at argument. 
He used exactly nine 
words in disposing of 
the 
bonus 
que: tion. After urging adequate care 
for disabled former service men and 
gen >rosfcy in providing such care, he 
said; “I do not favor the granting of 
a b raus.” 
T ie treatment of the world court 
and the Mellon tax plan was almost 
as brief. 
In approaching the court 
prol lem he noted that American for­ 
eign policy always had been guided 
by ;he principles of avoidance 
of 
perm anent political alliances sacri- 
ficiig independence and of peaceful 
sett ement of international

ven les. He called attention that the 
Uni ed States acting on these prin- 
cipl ¡a had nearly twenty-five years 
been a member of The Hague Tribu­ 
nal and added that the proposed 
word court was “a new and some­ 
what different plan.”

13, Allen McPhee. a casual friend 
had been buried that very day. 
I 
went to the cemetery and found the 
sexton, wh(\ proved to be a friend of 
mine. He showed me where McPhee, 
who I remembered was about my 
build, was buried. 
I intended to re­ 
turn, dig up McPhee’s body and burn 
it as my own and disappear. 
“I hurried around that afternoon 
and rented a cottage. About 3 o’clock 
on the morning of August 20, I re­ 
turned to the cemetery, found an old 
shovel and dug up McPhee’s body. I 
took the body from the casket, car­ 
ried it to a gravel pit nearby and 
buried it. 
I then returned to the 
empty grave, dumped 
the

casket into it, filled the grave and 
did my best to make it appear that 
the grave had not 
been 
tampered 
with. 
“The next 
day I dug 
McPhee’s 
body from the gravel pit, wrapped it 
in canvaes and carried it to a road­ 
way near the cemetery, placed the 
corpse in my automobile and drove 
to the cottage I rented. I carried the 
body to the second floor of the cot­ 
tage and placed it on the bed. Then
